GOLDEN GLOW 

Grows five to seven feet high. Flowers of fine golden 
yellow. A rapid grower. Blooms profusely from July 
until September. Makes an excellent background for 
other perennials. 

DIGITALIS

Commonly called Foxglove. It is a good wholesome old 
fashioned plant that will always be popular. Is dignified, 
stately, clean of growth and hardy. The blossoms of many 
colors are borne on long stiff flower stems that grow from 
three to five feet tall. Blossoms in June or July. No border 
planting or perennial garden is complete without it. 




GAILLARDIA

Flowers are a bright cheerful golden color. Excellent 
for cut flowers, lasting well after cutting. 

The plant grows from 18 inches to two feet high, the 
foliage being a rich green. A very graceful and attractive 
perennial that withstands sandy or barren soils. Very 
hardy and will grow almost anywhere even in rock gardens 
or on the sea shore. 

A persistent bloomer, starting to bloom in June and 
continuing throughout the season until Fall, if the flow¬ 
ers are cut every day or two. No garden is complete with¬ 
out one or more of these bright blooming plants. 

GAILLARDIA 


One of the most conspicuous and decorative of all 
perennials. Grows from 1^ to 2 ft. in height. Starts blos¬ 
soming in June and continues in wonderful profusion un¬ 
til late Fall. Stems of flowers are long and sturdy, bearing 
blooms of beautiful red centered, yellow bordered flowers, 
that shade into red-browns and orange-crimsons. Some 

blooms have brown centers and complete yellow petals.

Often called Windflower. Grows three to four feet high. 
The flower stems are tall and stately. Flowers are wax¬ 
like, very dainty and sometimes are two inches across. 
Will thrive in rock gardens or thin rocky soil. Blooms 
from late August to the middle of November when other 
flowers are scarce. We have two varieties. The Whirl¬ 
wind which is pure white and the Queen Charlotte which 
is a delicate rosy pink. 

SWEET WILLIAM 

An old garden favorite. Grows from 12 to 18 inches in 
height. Blossoms from May until July or August. Flow¬ 
ers are in large flat clusters in all the shades of pink, 
white, lavender and red. Is very fragrant, showy and 
cheerful. Makes an excellent border plant when mixed 
with other perennials. Very beautiful for cut flower 
purposes. 
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BLUE BIRD FLOWER 

(Veronica or Speedwell) 

Blooms from mid-July until September. The blossoms 
are deep blue in color and on long spikes at the end of 
upright stems, shooting up three or four feet. A very 
handsome plant. Desirous for its conspicuous beauty 
and long blooming season. Excels in dry, barren and hot 
soils. Hardy and cheerful under all conditions. 

MONARDA (Oswego Tea) 

Is a narrow, upright growing plant. Leaves are coarse 
and heavy veined, aromatic and attractive. Bears a pro¬ 
fusion of large red flowers from June until September. 
Succeeds in almost any garden soil. Especially effective 
when planted against dark green foliage, or between 
shrubs where it produces a brilliant effect. Lights up the 
sombre shades like a lantern in the night. 
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YUCCA 

Sometimes called Adams Needle. Leaves thick and 
sword-like. Blooms in June aud July on long, sturdy 
stalks that shoot up above the foliage to a height of from 
3 to 6 feet and bear large heads of exquisite creamy-white 
bell shaped flowers.

BARTLETT 

Early season. Fruit large and pyramidal in shape. 
Color clear yellow with a faint blush on the exposed cheek. 
Somewhat dotted with russet. Thinly russeted around the 
base of the stem. 

Flesh fine grained, buttery, rich and juicy. Is excellent 
for canning. Its splendid qualities render it a general 
favorite both for home planting and for commercial or¬ 
chards. One of the most widely planted pears. Trees bear 
full crops year after year. Bears young, lives long and 
makes money for the planter. 

ANJOU 

Late season. A large handsome pear of dull greenish 
yellow color, russeted and furrowed with a reddish cheek 
on the sunny side. 

Flesh yellowish white, firm, tender and juicy. A very 
valuable pear. Few varieties equal it in appearance or 
quality. Trees are large, spreading and vigorous, with 
regularity of productiveness. Recommended for home 
planting or commercial orcharding. Properly ripened the 
fruit will keep until the Holiday season. 
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BLACK TARTARIAN 

Early to middle of June. Fruit very large with small 
pit, heart shaped, almost black. Pleasing to the eye and a 
delight to the palate. Handsome purplish-red flesh, meaty 
juicy and rich. Excellent for table use and canning. Tree 
grows to very large size and is a regular bearer. Lives to an 
old age. Adapts itself to many soils and climates. 

LARGE MONTMORENCY 

Late June. The leading sour cherry. Canning com¬ 
panies and fruit stands provide a ready market. A big 
commercial cherry that spells abundant profits. Fruit is 
of good size and flavor. Bright red. Unexcelled for every 
sour cherry purpose. You will “go right” when you 
plant Large Montmorency. 

EARLY RICHMOND 

Late June. Sour. Red. The earliest of sour cherries, 
therefore a profitable market variety. Fruit round and 
light red, changing to dark red. Skin thin, rather tough 
and easily separated from the pulp. Flesh pale yellow, 
juicy and tender. Stone small and free. Tree a heavy 
bearer and thrives on a large variety of soils. 
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GOVERNOR WOOD 

Middle of June. Fruit large, nearly clear red, with 
under color of yellow. Flesh light, tender and deliciously 
sweet. “Has a taste all its own,” Tree bears so prolifically 
it is often advisable to thin the fruit to prevent the branches 
breaking. Bears almost immediately af*er Black Tartarian. 

NAPOLEON BIGARREAU 

Middle of June. An ideal light colored sweet cherry. 
Especially good for shipping purposes. Very attractive 
coloring of pale yellow with amber cheek. Fruit large, 
heart shaped; flesh firm and of delightful flavor. Common¬ 
ly called Ox-heart. Tree large, vigorous, upright and very 
productive. 


WINDSOR 

Late July. Fruit extra dark, bordering on black. Large, 
attractive; flesh hard, meaty and pleasing to the taste. 
Especially welcome as it is available after other cherries 
are gone. Tree a big producer, the fruit clustering on the 
branches. 
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BRADSHAW 

Skin purplish-red, covered with thick bloom. Flesh 
dull yellow with trace of red when fully matured. Juicy, 

sweet and tender. Mid-season, stone semi-free, fruit large. 
Tree large, vigorous and very productive. One of the very 
best varieties. 

YELLOW EGG 

Skin golden-yellow with thick bloom. Flesh also gold¬ 
en-yellow, firm, juicy with average sweetness. Season late. 
Stone semi-free to free, fruit large. The largest and hand¬ 
somest of yellow plums. Excellent for cooking. 

BURBANK 

Skin dark red, mottled. Thick bloom. Flesh deep 
yellow, tender and juicy, firm, sweet and very good. Mid¬ 
season. Keeps well and is a good shipper. Tree large, 
vigorous and very productive. A Japanese variety. 
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ABUNDANCE 

Skin pinkish-red to red, changing to a darker mottled 
red when fully ripe. Thin bloom. Flesh juicy, very tender 
and melting, sweet, pleasant and aromatic. Fruit medium 
size, roundish. One of the best known plums in America. 
Adapted to a wide variety of soils and climates. Tree so 
productive that it is liable to over-bear unless the fruit is 
thinned. A Japanese sort. 

WICKSON

Skin dark red over a yellowish background. Thin 

bloom. Flesh amber-yellow, juicy, firm, sweet, pleasant 
flavor. Good early mid-season, period of ripening un¬ 
usually long. Fruit large. Tree is large, vigorous with up¬ 
right head, blooming season early. A Japanese variety. 

LOMBARD 

Skin light to dark purplish-red with thick bloom. 
Flesh yellowish, juicy, firm and sweet. Stone semi-free 
to free. Mid-season ripening. Fruit roundish oval of me¬ 
dium to large size. A plum that is widely grown over the 
entire continent. Tree medium size, round topped, very 
hardy and productive. 
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ORANGE QUINCE 

Fine golden color, roundish with ends generally flat 
like an apple. Ripens in September in most localities. 
Surface only moderately fuzzy. Flesh firm and tender when 
cooked. Highly flavored. Under ordinary conditions the 
fruit can be kept a long time. 

REA’S MAMMOTH QUINCE 

The tree is vigorous, productive and hardy. 

Fruit large to very large. Rich golden color. Cooks as 
tender as an apple, without hard spots or cores. Flavor 
very delicate imparting a quince odor to any fruit with 
which it is cooked. Ripens rather late. 

Tree is extremely hardy and very productive. 
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CHAMPION 

Early Mid-season. A white fleshed variety. Flesh ten¬ 
der, juicy and of a very pleasing flavor. This peach poss¬ 
esses the character that makes quality. Skin is white with 
red cheek. 

The tree itself is large, vigorous, spreading open-top¬ 
ped and very productive. Stone semi-free to free. 

HALE 

Mid-season. This peach has many merits to commend 
it. The flesh is yellow with red pit. Very juicy, fine grained 
and of an excellent flavor. The skin is creamy yellow, over¬ 
spread with red making it very attractive to the eye. 

The tree is vigorous and productive, A free stone. 
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CARMAN 


Early. One of Carman’s greatest assets is its rugged 
constitution which enables it to withstand trying climates 
both North and South. Fruit matures very early making 
it one of the first peaches on the market or table. 

Skin is brilliant red splashed with a darker red on a 
creamy background. Flesh is white, red at the pit, juicy, 
tender, mild and pleasing. 

The tree is large, vigorous and productive. One of the 
most useful peaches cf its class. Stone nearly free. 

HEATH CLING 

Very late. One of the latest peaches under cultiva¬ 
tion. The best of all peaches to preserve or pickle whole. 
Flesh white juicy and firm. Meaty but tender and of good 
quality. Skin is creamy white blushed with red. The trees 
are large, healthy rod hardy. Stone clings. 
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CRAWFORD LATE 


Late season. The quality of this yellow fleshed variety 
can hardly be equaled.

The flesh is yellow, red 
at the pit, juicy, firm and tender.
